Pedersen  resigns, 
Morgan  will  fight

ASBYU  Finance  Vice  Pres.  Jim  Pedersen  resigned 
Wednesday  after  Pres.  Bob  Henrie  asked  for  the  resignations 
of  Pedersen  and  Social  Office  Vice  Pres.  Dan  Morgan. 

Morgan  said  he  will  not  resign.  “I’m  going  to  fight  it  out. 
I’m  not  guilty,”  he  said. 

Henrie  said  that  if  Morgan  had  not  resigned  by  today’s 
Executive  Council  meeting,  he  would  ask  the  council  to 
initiate  impeachment  measures. 

The  meeting  will  be  in  347  ELWC  at  10  a.m.  Executive 
Council  meetings  are  open  to  all  students. 

Commenting  on  his  resignation,  Pedersen  said:  “I  don’t 
feel  that  plea-bargaining  for  grades  orcompromisingbecause  of 
legal  technicalities  constitutes  integrity.” 

The  ASBYU  Constitution  provides  two  means  by  which  an 
officer  can  be  removed.  The  first  is  voluntary  resignation  and 
the  second  is  for  the  Executive  Council  to  remove  the  officer 
by  a  three-quarters  majority  impeachment  vote. 

The  Executive  Council  met  in  a  closed  session  Wednesday 
at  5  p.m.  without  Pedersen  or  Morgan  to  “express  feelings  to 
one  another  without  fear  of  hurting  individuals,”  explained 
Henrie. 

Morgan  was  angered  at  not  being  invited  to  the  meeting.  “I 
really  feel  I  can’t  have  a  fair  trial  now,”  he  said,  adding  he 
felt  he  was  being  “railroaded  out  of  office.” 

The  ASBYU  Supreme  Court  Tuesday  found  both  Pedersen 
and  Morgan  in  violation  of  the  ASBYU  Constitution  - 
Pedersen  for  letting  his  grade  point  average  fall  below  the 
minimum  2.25,  and  Morgan  for  dropping  below  the 
required  number  of  hours  to  retain  a  full-time  student  status. 

The  court  recommended  Pedersen  resign  or  come  to  the 
court  for  further  ruling  and  Morgan  be  dismissed  from  office. 

Morgan  said  he  feels  there  are  “extenuating  circumstances” 


in  his  case.  “I  would  like  to  have  a  chance  to  air  them  before 
the  Executive  Council  before  they  deem  me  guilty.” 

The  Constitution  specifies  that  the  Supreme  Court  can 
advise  the  Executive  Council  in  such  matters,  but  that  the 
ultimate  decision  must  be  made  by  the  council. 

In  explaining  his  requests  for  resignations,  Henrie  said:  “It 
is  clear  Jim  is  in  violation  of  the  Constitution,  and  the 
Constitution  specifically  states  that  he  should  be  discharged. 

“It  is  also  clear  that  Dan  was  in  violation  of  the 
Constitution.  However,  there  is  no  specific  punitive  measure 
mentioned  in  the  Constitution. 

“Again,  in  the  best  interest  of  student  government,  it  is  my 
position  that  Dan  should  resign.” 

Pedersen  said:  “I  hope  that  the  esteem  and  prestige  that 
has  been  built  up  by  this  year’s  student  government  will  not 
be  marred  in  the  eyes  of  the  student  body  and  faculty 
because  of  the  actions  of  one  individual. 

“I  think  the  Supreme  Court  is  like  an  umpire  at  a  ball 
game;  they  had  a  tough  call  to  make,  and  I  believe  they  made 
a  good  decision.” 

Henrie  complimented  Morgan  and  Pedersen  for  their 
services  thus  far.  “Both  of  them  have  been  outstanding  vice 
presidents  .  .  .  Both  offices  have  been  well-organized.  I  think 
they  have  done  well,”  he  explained. 

ASBYU  Atty.  Gen.  Chris  Burdick  emphasized  that 
Tuesday’s  Supreme  Court  actions  were  of  an  advisory  nature, 
and  not  a  final  decision. 

“It’s  important  that  the  students  understand  that  it  was 
merely  an  advisory  opinion  and  not  a  binding  court 
decision,”  she  said. 

Henrie  said  if  one  or  both  officers  are  discharged,  it  would 
be  his  responsibility  to  appoint  replacements. 

Henrie  said  replacements  would  be  people  already  familiar 
with  the  offices  to  insure  the  transition  would  take  place 
with  a  minimal  amount  of  problems.

SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  -  The  Utah 
Senate  approved  Wednesday  nearly  $1 
million  for  two  Bicentennial  projects.  It  also 
reapproved  a  $7  million  state  personal 
income  tax  cut,  after  making  technical 
amendments. 

The  income  tax  bill  goes  to  the  House, 
which  earlier  passed  a  different  version 
providing  for  a  $5  million  income  tax 
reduction. 

The  bicentennial  bill  provides  $450,000  for 
construction  of  a  public  stargazing 
observatory  in  Salt  Lake  City  and  $500,000 
for  renovation  of  the  Union  Depot  in  Ogden 
into  a  museum  and  cultural  center.  Both 


appropriations  require  matching  money  from 
other  sources. 

The  Senate  also  approved  a  bill 
appropriating  $1.5  million  for  state  purchase 
of  easements  to  limit  development  in  the 
flight  path  at  the  southern  end  of  the 
main  runway'  at  Hill  Air  Force  Base.  That  bill 
goes  to  the  House,  which  already  has  begun 
discussion  of  its  own  version. 

In  addition,  the  Senate  approved  and  sent 
to  the  House  a  bill  creating  a  public  agency  to 
apply  to  the  federal  government  for 
permission  to  coordinate  federal  and  state 
health  care  programs  in  Utah. 


For  less  tax,  cut  loopholes, 
Nobel  Prize  economist  says

Americans  would  have 
lower  tax  rates  and  a  more 
efficient  system  if  loopholes 
in  tax  laws  were  done  away 
with,  said  Dr.  Paul  A. 
Samuelson;  Nobel 
Prize-winning  economist. 

Dr.  Samuelson  spoke  about 
tax  loopholes,  economic 
recovery  and  the 
redistribution  of  income 
during  his  visit  to  BYU 
Wednesday. 

The  internationally 
recognized  economist 
discussed  private  enterprise 
and  the  American 
marketplace  with  Dr.  Stan 
Taylor,  associate  professor  of 
political  science;  and  a  panel 
of  three  BYU  economics 
students.  The  program  was 
videotaped  by  KBYU  to  be 
aired  Feb.  10  in  its 
“American  Issues  Forum.” 

One  of  the  foremost  areas 
in  need  of  reform  is  the 
American  tax  system,  Dr. 
Samuelson  said.  “The  road  to 
Hades  is  paved  with 
good-intentioned  loopholes,” 
he  said. 

Present  condition 

In  discussing  the  present

economic  condition  of  the 
country,  Dr.  Samuelson 
noted  that  the  nation  has  just 
come  out  of  a  “pretty 
serious”  depression  “We 
were  able  to  avoid  a  general 
depression,”  he  said. 

“During  the  1960s  we  had 
the  longest  period  of 
recovery.  It  lasted  from  1961 
to  1969  -  a  total  of  some 
eight  years.  That’s  like  a  man 


who  lives  to  be  150,  he  said. 

Generally,  post-war 
recovery  periods  have  lasted 
four  to  five  years.  “We’re  in 
the  early  stages  of  recovery,” 
he  said.  “We  have  some  room 
to  go.” 

Dr.  Samuelson  said  “the 
electorate  must  draw  the 
balance”  with  regard  to 
redistribution  of  income.  “We 
have  a  strong  desire  to  lessen 
the  degree  of  inequality,”  he 
said.  But,  he  added,  “our 
rhetoric  is  better  than  our 
performance.” 

Unemployment  problem 

He  pointed  out  that  the 
8.33  per  cent  employment 
problem  facing  Americans 
today  is  “not  as  severe”  as 
the  unemployment  problems 
that  faced  the  nation  when  he 
was  a  boy. 

The  glaring  problem  that 
today’s  economists  don’t 
know  how  to  solve  is 
stagflation  the  problem  of 
accelerating’  inflation 
without  a  proportional  rise  in 
employment,  he  said. 

In  summarizing  the 
complexities  of  American 
economics,  Dr.  Samuelson 
said,  “We  spend  $2  to 
produce  $1  worth  of  beef, 
and  we  do  it  in  order  to  make 
50  cents  worth  of  profit.

The  company  said  this 
benefit  offset  the  higher  taxes 
it  began  paying  when  the  22 
per  cent  oil  depletion 
allowance  was  eliminated  at 
the  first  of  the  year. 

For  Shell,  the  seventh 
largest  company,  whose 
operations  are  located  mainly 
in  the  United  States,  the  end 
of  the  depletion  allowance 
was  a  major  factor  in  its 
earnings  decline. 

Shell  said  its  profit  fell  17 
per  cent,  from  its  record 
$620.5  million  in  1974  to 
$514.8  million. 


Union  Oil,  the  12th  largest 
oil  firm,  said  its  earnings  of 
$232:8  million  were  19  per 
cent  lower  than  1974 
earnings  of  $288  million. 

The  company  blamed  part 
of  the  decline  on  government 
regulations  and  $40  million 
more  in  taxes  due  to  the  end 
of  the  depletion  allowance. 

Union’s  total  revenues  rose 
from  $4.44  billion  to  $5.15 
billion. 

Sun  Oil,  ranked  13th,  said 
its  profit  decline  42  per  cent, 
from  $378  million  to  $220 
million.  The  company 
attributed  the  decline  to  price 
controls  abroad  and  higher 
domestic  and  foreign  taxes. 


GLEN  RIDGE,  N.J.  (AP)  - 
Five  nuns  accused  of  violating 
a  local  zoning  ordinance  that 
prohibits  nonfamily  members 
from  living  in  single-family 
houses  are  related  by  virtue 
of  their  religious  vows,  their 
attorney  says. 

The  nuns,  each  facing  fines 
of  up  to  $20,000,  are  to 
appear  in  Municipal  Court 
next  month  on  charges  they 
are  illegally  living  together  in 
a  house  zoned  as  a  one-family 
residence. 

The  ordinance  they  are 
accused  of  violating  states 
that  only  those  related  by 
blood,  marriage  or  adoption 
can  reside  together  in  a 
single-family  dwelling.  Similar 


ordinances  have  been  adopted 
in  many  communities  around 
the  country. 

The  nuns  also  are  accused 
of  violating  a  zoning  law  that 
prohibits,  in  single-family 
areas,  the  parking  of  more 
than  three  vehicles  at  houses 
such  as  the  one  the  nuns  rent. 
Each  woman  has  her  own  car. 

Summonses  were  issued  to 
the  nuns,  members  of  the 
Sisters  of  Charity,  a  Catholic 
teaching  order,  when 
neighbors  complained  they 
were  unable  to  use  a  driveway 
due  to  the  extra  autos, 
according  to  borough 
officials.  The  officials  said  the 
ordinances  have  “been  on  the 
books  for  years.” 


Harry  St.  Clair,  mayor  of 
this  affluent  commuter 
suburb  near  Newark  and  New 
York  City,  said  the  street  the 
nuns  live  on  “looks  like  a 
used  car  lot. 

“If  five  hippies  had  been 
living  there,  having  wild 
parties,  it  wouldn’t  have 
caused  a  stir  if  we  asked  them 
to  move,”  said  St.  Clair.  “We 
can’t  legally  distinguish 
between  nuns  and  hippies.” 

According  to  Maurits 
Modin,  a  town  building 
inspector,  penalties  for 
violation  of  the  ordinance  call 
for  fines  of  up  to  $100  per 
day. 

The  nuns  moved  into  their 
two-story  house  last  October.

A  former  BYU  All-American  athlete,  Elbert  Pratt,  has  been 
named  interim  head  coach  of  the  University  of  Wyoming 
track  and  field  coach,  as  of  the  first  week  in  January. 

Pratt,  who  graduated  last  August  in  university  studies, 
placed  seventh  in  the  decathlon  event  during  the  1975  NCAA 
lrack  and  Field  Meet  held  in  Provo  last  June. 

Pratt  replaces  15-year  veteran  John  Walker,  who  will 
devote  full  time  to  teaching  in  the  physical  education 
department  of  the  university. 

Bill  Young,  sports  information  director  and  assistant 
athletic  director,  said  Pratt  was  the  logical  choice  to  replace 
Walker.  “He  [Pratt]  had  been  the  graduate  assistant  to 
Walker  since  September  and  has  the  respect  of  the  athletes. 
Pratt  was  a  decathlete,  so  he  knows  his  way  around  most  of 
the  events.” 

Young  also  mentioned  the  position  would  remain  Pratt’s 
until  the  end  of  the  present  school  year.  Then,  the  university 
would  begin  its  search  for  a  full-time  head  coach. 

Pratt  had  an  injury-riddled  career  at  BYU  and  it  wasn’t 
until  last  May  that  he  pole-vaulted  a  personal  best  of  16  feet. 

Pratt’s  first  attempt  in  the  decathlon  took  place  in  the 
WAC  Championships  held  in  Salt  Lake  City  last  spring;  he 
finished  fourth  with  a  score  of  6,661.  He  later  scored  a 
career-best  7,321  to  qualify  for  the  national  meet. 

At  the  NCAA  Meet,  he  finished  seventh  with  a  score  of 
7,027,  but  his  time  in  the  1,500  meters  was  more  than  ten 
seconds  better  than  the  time  put  in  by  the  USSR’s  Nikolay 
Avilov  when  he  set  the  world  record  of  8,454  at  the  Munich 
Olympics  in  1972. 

In  Pratt’s  first  meet  as  a  head  coach,  his  team  took  on 
Weber  State  and  Black  Hill  State  of  South  Dakota  and  came

PHILADELPHIA  (AP)  -  Arizona  State  Coach  Frank  Kush 
says  he  wants  more  time  to  evaluate  the  Philadelphia  Eagles 
before  deciding  whether  to  become  the  National  Football 
League  team’s  next  head  coach. 

“I  really  haven’t  had  an  opportunity  to  evaluate  the  entire 
structure  of  their  program,”  Kush  said  in  a  telephone 
interview  from  his  home  in  Phoenix,  Ariz. 

“I’ve  got  to  decide  what  the  opportunities  are  to  develop 
and  have  some  success  in  my  tenure,”  said  Kush,  who  has 
rejected  five  previous  opportunities  with  pro  teams. 

Kush  said  he  would  reach  a  decision  within  a  week. 
Although  the  Eagles  have  not  confirmed  the  offer,  Kush 
reportedly  can  have  the  head  coaching  job  if  he  wants  it. 

The  Eagles  have  been  searching  for  a  head  coach  since  Mike 
McCormick  was  fired  at  the  end  of  the  season. 

“This  means  evaluating  all  positions-quarterbacks,  the 
offensive  line,  the  secondary,  the  defensive  line,  the  running 
backs.  Then  I’ve  got  to  evaluate  what  they  have  to  trade  and 
what  their  chances  are  in  the  draft,”  said  Kush. 

“There  is  a  great  deal  involved  in  it.  This  is  a  major 
decision,  but  it’s  got  to  be  the  right  one.  And  the  only  Way  it 
can  be  the  right  one  is  if  we’ve  got  the  right  situation  to  do 
those  things,”  he  added. 

The  Phoenix  Gazette  on  Tuesday  quoted  a  source  as  saying 
Kush  was  seeking  a  seven-year  contract  and  complete  control 
of  the  Eagle  organization. 

Kush,  46,  has  compiled  a  151-39-1  record  in  18  years  at 
Arizona  State.

(AP)  -  Fourteen  years  ago, 
player  Bobby  Knight’s  Ohio 
State  Buckeyes  set  a  Big  Ten 
basketball  record  of  27 
conse  cutive  conference 
victories. 

That  record,  like  another 
conference  mark  established 
by  the  powerful  Buckeyes  of 
the  early  1 960s,  is  on  the 
verge  of  being  broken  -  by 
Coach  Bobby  Knight’s 
Indiana  Hoosiers. 

The  coach  of  the  top-ranked 
and  undefeated  Hoosiers  was 
a  reserve  player  on  those  Big 
Ten  and  national  college 
champion  Ohio  State  teams. 

He  played  behind  the  likes 
of  Jerry  Lucas,  John 
Havlicek,  Larry  Siegfried  and 
Mel  Nowell,  but  he  picked  up 
enough  basketball  savvy  to 
make  him  one  of  the  nation’s 
best  collegiate  coaches  years 
later. 

A  victory  here  Saturday 
against  Wisconsin  would  give 
Indiana  its  28th  straight 
triumph  in  leage  play. 

Last  year,  the  Hoosiers 
extended  a  two-season 
winning  string  for  all  games 
to  34-surpassing;  the  32-game 


record  set  by  the  Ohio  State  goals.  The  Hoosiers  also  led 
teams  of  1960-61.  the  league  in  total  offense,

Penalties  'harsh/ 
says  Michigan  St. 

EAST  LASING,  Mich.  (AP)  -  Michigan  State  University 
Pres.  Clifton  Wharton  this  week  charged  that  penalties 
slapped  on  Michigan  State  by  the  National  Collegiate 
Athletic  Association  for  alleged  recruiting  violations  were 
“unduly  harsh”  and  in  some  cases  factually  incorrect. 

“We  believe  that  is  an  unfair  verdict,”  Wharton  said  of  the 
NCAA’s  placing  Michigan  State  on  three  years’  probation 
after  finding  it  guilty  of  30  recruiting  violations  and  four 
questionable  practices.  • 

The  university  admitted  24  violations  occurred  but 
questioned  whether  Michigan  State  should  be  liable  for  16  of 
them.  It  denied  outright  10  of  the  NCAA’s  accusations,  ( 
mostly  because  two  assistant  coaches  passed  polygraph 
examinations  taken  at  the  request  of  Michigan  State. 

Most  of  the  charges  involved  assistant  football  coach 
Howard  Weyers,  whom  the  NCAA  said  should  not  participate 
in  recruiting  activities  for  the  entire  three-year  probationary 
period.

Quality  construction  is  the 
goal  of  six  BYU  building 
inspectors,  according  to  A1 
Nelson,  assistant  construction 
engineer  of  the  Planning  and 
Construction  Department. 
Nelson  said  the  inspectors 
“are  responsible  for  seeing 
that  the  building  is  built 
according  to  specifications.” 

All  projects,  including 
remodeling  and  building, 
warrant  the  presence  of  an 
inspector,  .  he  said.  Major 
projects  such  as  the 
construction  of  the  library 
addition  and  other  current 
building  projects  on  campus, 
(all  of  which  are  moving 


along  on  schedule),  require 
the  constant  presence  of  an 
inspector.  Nelson  said  the 
inspector  has  an  office  on  the 
construction  site  and  his  time 
is  spent  among  the  workmen. 

The  inspector,  explained 
Nelson,  typically  checks  the 
mixture  of  cement,  insuring  it 
is  proper  for  the  job.  He  also 
checks  the  soil  around  the 
excavation  to  see  that  it 
receives  the  proper  amount  of 
packing  and  generally  looks 
out  for  the  interests  of  the 
university.

Also  inspectors  show 
maintenance  personnel  various 
systems  in  the  building  such 
as  heating  or  plumbing,  he 
said.  Nelson  explained  that 
the  knowledge  the  BYU 
inspector  and  maintenance 
personnel  receive  will  aid  in 
maintaining  the  building  in 
the  future. 

The  inspectors  at  BYU 
handle  the  construction  of 
LDS  schools  in  other  lands. 
In  the  Physical  Plant,  there  is 
a  map  marked  with  pins 
showing  where  the  services  of 
an  inspector  are  needed. 
Currently  an  inspector  is 
traveling  to  various 
construction  sites  in  the 
Southern  Hemisphere. 

It  would  appear  that  a  great 
deal  of  careful  effort  goes 
into  the  construction  of 
buildings  on  campus.  Too  bad 
a  BYU  inspector  wasn’t 
around  when  they  poured  the 
foundations  for  the  leaning 
tower  in  Pisa.

first  time  I  went,  a 
saleswoman  told  me  I  would 
have  to  sign  up  for  a 
four-year  membership  if  I 
wanted  to  come  back.  I  told 
her  I  would  have  to  leave 
Provo  at  the  end  of  this 
semester,  and  she  said  I  could 
cancel  or  sell  my  contract 
with  no  problem.  I  didn’t  pay 
any  money  down,  but  I  did 
sign  an  agreement  to  pay 
$480  for  the  membership. 
With  interest,  the  total 
contract  was  for  $624. 

I  now  find  that  my  activity 
card  allows  me  to  use  all  of 
the  health  and  exercise 
facilities  I  need  in  the  P.E. 
buildings,  and  I  don’t  need  an 
expensive  membership.  I  tried 
to  cancel  my  contract,  but 
the  health  spa  management 
refused  and  said  the 
agreement  was  binding.  What 
can  I  do?” 

Ombudsman:  The  answer  is 
not  encouraging.  After 
reviewing  the  contract,  our 
Legal  Services  advises  us  that 
the  only  legal  way  to  get  out 


of  the  contract  is  to  die.  Or, 
if  you  become  disabled,  you 
can  buy  out  of  the  contract 
for  a  $75  fee. 

When  you  sign  a  written 
agreement,  it  usually 
supersedes  any  verbal 
agreements  a  salesperson  may 
make.  This  does  not 
automatically  relieve  the 
salesperson  from  a  claim  of 
misrepresentation,  but  it  does 
make  it  more  difficult  to 
claim  that  you  misunderstood 
the  agreement  you  signed. 

As  a  student,  one  of  your 
most  valuable  possessions  is 
your  signature.  You  owe  it  to 
yourself  not  to  give  it  away 
lightly.  Do  not  sign  any 
agreement  unless  you  are 
completely  sure  you 
understand  it  and  are  willing 
to  be  bound  to  it.  If  there  is 
any  doubt,  don’t  sign. 

The  Latter-day  Saints  are  a 
convenant-making  people. 
Our  leaders  teach  us  that  to 
make  an  agreement  and  not 
keep  it  indicates  a  lack  of 
moral  integrity. 


Outlook  brightens 
in  local  job  market 


The  employment  picture 
seems  td  be  improving  in 
Utah  County,  with  an 
increase  in  the  number  of 
available  jobs  and  a  decrease 
in  the  total  percentage  of 
unemployed  persons. 

According  to  LeRue 
Thurston,  manager  of  Provo’s 
Employment  Security  Office, 
some  60,497  persons  were 
employed  in  the  county 
during  December  1975.  This 
figure  is  up  by  834  workers 


since  the  previous  December, 
indicating  that  presently 
there  are  more  available  jobs. 


However,  this  figure  also 
shows  a  decrease  of  548 
employed  persons  when 
compared  to  November  1975. 
Mrs.  Thurston  said  this 
decrease  is  normal  for  the 
winter  months  in  Utah 
County,  since  construction  is 
slowed  considerably.

Several  changes  reported 
in  graduate  entrance  exams 


Gulf  earnings 
decline  in  ‘75 


Several  major  changes  have  been  made 
recently  by  the  Educational  Testing  Service 
(ETS)  regarding  two  national  tests  which  are 
part  of  the  admissions  process  to  many  of  the 
nation’s  graduate  schools. 

Formerly  called  the  Admission  Test  for 
Graduate  Study  in  Business,  the  newly-titled 
Graduate  Management  Admission  Test 
(GMAT)  reflects  broadened  curriculum  and 
degree  titles  to  include  other  areas  of 
administration  as  well  as  business,  according 
to  Linda  Shirley,  testing  center  secretary. 
Another  significant  change  in  the  GMAT 
test  is  that  the  candidate  can  change,  verify 
or  correct  the  information  given  on  the 
registration  form  on  a  simplified  admission 
ticket  correction  form  she  said. 

Since  last  year,  walk-in  registration  has 
been  established  if  space  and  materials  are 
^adable  for  the  student.  There  is  a  $10 


The  second  test  that  the  ETS  handles,  the 
Graduate  Record  Examination  (GRE),  has 
also  been  changed  to  better  accommodate 
students.  For  the  first  time,  a  full-length 
sample  test  can  be  ordered  by  candidates  to 
give  them  an  accurate  preview  of  the  test  and 
the  type  of  questions  it  contains.

This  sample  aptitude  test  is  ordered 
separately  as  part  of  the  Graduate  Programs 
and  Admissions  Manual,  Miss  Shirley  said. 

GRE  candidates  will  now  be  allowed  to 
delete  or  change  the  list  of  institutions  to 
which  scores  are  to  be  sent  at  the  initial  exam 
period.  As  with  the  GMAT,  “candidates  will 
be  able  to  participate  in  walk-in  registration,” 
she  added,  “if  space  and  materials  are 
available  and  after  all  normally  registered 
candidates  have  been  admitted.”  For  this 
particular  test,  walk-in  registration  will  cost 
$8  in  addition  to  the  regular  test  fee. 

The  GMAT  is  developed  and  conducted  by 
ETS  for  the  Admission  Council  for  Graduate 
Study  in  Management.
